severe disease. Age I8 so important a point
in view of disense that manv maladies, alwavs
curable in the prime of life, are nlways fatal
at sixty, Napoleon was, perhiaps, never richly
endowed with vital foree, and the stors he
had hos Lieen sadly encroached upon by a life
that in wany vieissitudes hus naturally vielded
el to the temptations of the senses: nerve
and brain also have been somewhat
wronght of late years, aud now, with
les clasticity than {he majority  of
men have at his age, he finds his sys-
tern torn with the oft-repeated n;'_-m'i-f-rf
@ dicease certninly incurable and now appa
rentiy well nigh beyond all control.  His
po-ition i8 very grave.

rulers it would be only u change of place for
the national portraits. Other changes would
be most apparent in the almanae of Giotha.
All these nations aceept the fact of a reigning
dyuasty: France does not; but her eternal
protest is that she will tolerate no dynasty;
that she is not the property of any family: that
she cannot be degraded to an heirloom, bat is
forever the mistress of her own destiny. If she
accepted the empire, it was with Lonis Napo-
leon as Emperor, and his very resognifion of
der right to choose, while it indicated on his
part a trne perception of the only basis of &
throne in France, will be held as committing
even him to her right to choose again. France
cannot be bound by any law, by any constitu-
tion or ngreement written on paper or cut in
brass: neither can her own sons ever be for
an hour dependéd upon as an army to sustain
any system, order, or idea that is once repu-
diated by the national impulse. She is the
enfant terrible of nations, She will bilnrt ont
her thought anywhere, and, whether in word
or act, will recognize no conventionnlity that
contravenes her sovercign and absolute will.
How can a dynasty be made to stand in the
presence of such a people? No man can
count upon the life of the Emperor for a day;
no man eaB count upon the permanence of
the present order in 'rance for a day beyond
his death, and with that order gone what
hurly-Lurly may not follow ¥ Napoleon has
just disturbed Germany very greatly by his
propositions to give greater freedom to
France, How mnch more, then. would Ger-
many be disturbed with the IFrench people
gnddenly taking to themselves all the freedom
that others covet ¥  With a tumult in France,
how the present organization in Spain would
welt away! There is no house in Euarope in
such order that it wight defy the chances of
this possible erisis.

There is one paculiar hope for order in
France and Europe, and that is in Prince Na-
lrlrh‘uli. When France last had the Oppor-
tunity to freely express her own will, the re-
public was get np, Lonis Napoleon, neting on
